WW7HAT does the government 
propose to do about re- 
arming: the Venus de Milo; and 
what allowance will be made 
for headgear under the defence 
estimate", were the questions 
which set the House in an up- 
roar at the beginning of last 

nighfs Bilingual Mock Parliament that 
faced the resolution "that this houso 
favours increased armaments for Can- 
ada," It was defeated by a huge ma< 
Jority, 

"Canada's navy," declared Alfred 
Pick, first speaker for ih'>, government, 
"is a classic joke, ficr aviation ii only 
comraorcially developed. We have tha 
British navy, true, but It Canada, wish- 
ed to be an Independent country she 
must be able to defend herself. Thi 
i United Stales is at present adopting a 
I "good neighbour" policy. But should 
I .•he change her mind, or be attacked by 
Japan she ivlll require British Columbia 
and the Pacific islands as naval bases. 
Canada must be ready to defend these. 
I Secondly, she must be prepared to pro- 
tect her exportations, and the St. Law- 
rence, upon which her economic life 
and standard oC Irving depend. In a 
'n'orld situation 'where dictator nations 
are seclfing natura, resources, a.ti'i 
'Where Canada has such resources, sh<t 
must e.specially be ready to keep 'What 
she has. 

The government, continued tfi< 
speaker, must insist that the eipenin 
ot increased armaments bo borne by th* 
rich, because it Is their property -which 
is protected. War profits must be re- 
moved. Limit the profits ot war by 
careful surveillance of industries, by, 
natlonalizaUon of certain - industriel!. ' 
Furthermore, all decisions regulatinx 
war, peace, etc., must rest entirely with 
parliament, the representatives ot the 
people. 

Democratic Position 

To support other democracies, Can- 
ada must be in a position to do so. But 
"Canada first — is our policy", conclud- 
ed tho Hon. Mr. Pick. "Let us defend 
her. She is wcU worth it." 

"The Hon. .Mr. Pick is too idealistic," 
declared Bernard Mulier, Member ot 
His Jtajcsty's loyal opposition., "It we 
analyse the program, wc will find that 
a serious defence program would be 
much more eipen.slve, hence we must 
conclude this Incrcase'l arm.iment is for 
other purposes. On Nov. 11 in British 
Parliament, Stanley Baldwin .laid he 
was not overlooking manufacturing re- 
sources of tlfe dominions, especially 
Canada. A secret war book contain.s 
plans for turning ot P.ritish Kmpirc mto 
w.-ir njaehinj. Both the Hepburn Com- 
pany of Ontario and the Hamilton Sleel 
Co, are manufacturing shells for the 
British government. Çhe excuse offered 
I is that this relievos Canadian uncm- 
j ployment. .\t the same t mo air Ixi.se.s 
. ire being established in Yarmouth, Syd- 
ney and Eskimo. The present govern- 
ment has attempted to dlsgu'sc this co- 
operation with the British government, 
although there are at present ten Brit- 
ish military e.\pcrls in Ottawa. 

Can.ida is automatically at war when 
British Is at war. Parliament can only 
veto or accept the fact. Hence let us 
annlyse tho policy of Great Brttain and 
.see if We are right to place our confid 
eneo in her. Judging by her attitudy 
in the Sino-Japanesc, Italo-Sthioplan 
aggressions, we find that Great Britain 
Is no't an idealistic defender ot demo- 
cracy, but only ot her own intoresl.s. 
With regard lo Germany, Anthony 
Kden has said that Britain lias don» 
more in the last two years to co-oporate 
economically and financially with Ger- 
many than any other country — her 
loans have financed armament; In Cet- 
r»wny. Is advisab:e to follow the lead 
of Great Br. tain w hen .she is not stand- 
ing at the present moment for world 
peace'.' 

Uictalorii Dangerou.t 

"There are two kinds ot.war," said 
Marcel Trahan, U. ot .M. .student sup- 
porting the sovcrnniont. Dictators are 
dangerous to peace. Canada must help 
defend the Kmpire against the imporial- 
Isni of dictator countries like Germany. 
Italy and Uussia, and against those 
who try to overlli'.ow Iho e.stiiWi.shed 
form. If KngUmd h.ul not been ,sup- 
poried by the dominion.s in PJll w» 
would toda.v be under the domination 
ot Gormany. If England is attacked 
we will ho attacked, hence we must 
have our protection."

IN his address before the Social Problems 
Qub the other day, Norman Thomas 
deplored the lack of faith apparent in what 
should be termed, for want of a better 
word, "the second lost generation". This 
lack of faith, or idealism, no one of, dur 
generation would deny. We have inherited 
a world rendered uncertain and chaotic by 
men who were idealists, who beli€^♦ed 
implicitly in what they deemed to be true 
and unperishable. We have inherited in- 
stitutions that hâve been literally shat- 
tered. 

Ideals at best are the resort of nieh 

t\ho are afraid to face realities, who are 
too lazy to think intelligently for them- 
selves. Blind faith in the Imobtainable has 
put blinkers upon the eyes of actuality, 
resulting in economic nightmare. 

What Mr. Thomas advocates is just 
such blind faith in the tenets of Socialism. 
With these as sueh we have no quarrel. 
Socialism may or may not be the answer 
to our needs. However, political idealism 
of this sort is inevitably accompanied by 
fanatical intolerance of other, opposing 
views, coupled with a gradual restriction 
of one's vista of thought. 

Idealism involves loss of perspective. 
As such it is almost wholly motional in 
appeal, instead of being intellectual in j 
scope. Instead of reasoned, scientific i 
thought our generation is being lianded j a curled isasiem design, 
carefully prepared socijsil panacea, whether 
it be Socialism or Fascism. We are asked 
to accept blindly, and we will reap the 
larvests of the good.

N his address before the Social Problems 
Club the other day, Norman Thomas 
deplored the lack of faith apparent in what 
.should be termed, for want of a better 
word, "the second lost generation". This 
lack of faith, or idealism, no one of, our 
generation would deny. We have inherited 
e world rendered uncertain and chaotic by 
men who were idealists, who believed 
implicitly in what they deemed to be true 
and unperishable. We have inherited in- 
stitutions that have been literally shat- 
tered. 

Ideals at best are the reëôrt of men 
uho are afraid to face realities, who are 
too lazy to think intelligently for them- 
selves. Blind faith in the unobtainable has 

put blinkers upon the eyes of actuality, 
resulting in economic nightmare. 

What Mr. Thomas advocates is just 
such blind faith in the tenets of Socialism. 
With these as such we have no quaiTel. 
Socialism may or may not be the answer 
to our needs. However, political idealisni 
of this sort is inevitably accompanied by 
fanatical intolerance of other, opposing 
views, coupled with a gradual restriction 
of one's vista of thought. 

Idealism involves loss of persr>ective. 
As such it is almost wholly motional in 
appeal, instead of being iriteîlèctual in 
scope. Instead of reasoned, scientific 
thought our generation is being handed i a curled Eastern design, 
carefully prepared soci)»! panacea, whether 
It be Socialism or Fascism. We are asked 
to accept blindly, and we will reap the 
han'ests of the good.
